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Voters approve road millage 


Crawford County voters gave a 
green light for a millage proposal to 
fund the maintenance and recon- 
struction of county roads at the polls 


on Tuesday. 


Voters supported the five-year, 
one-mill proposal to fund the recon- 
struction and maintenance of county 
roads done by the Crawford County 
Road Commission by a 3,529 yes to 
3,259 no vote. The millage will gen- 
erate about $543,000 per year for 
toad repairs. | 

In local political races Tuesday, 
incumbent Republican Grayling 
Charter Township Supervisor Terry 
Wright survived a challenge from 
Democrat Mike Duffy. Wright 
received 1,561 votes to Duffy’s 
1,483 votes. 

In the race for the four Grayling 
township trustee positions, incum- 
bent Shawn Kraycs was the top vote 
getter with 1,940 votes. Duane 
Brooks followed with 1,755 votes. 
Incumbent trustee Dennis Long 
received 1,662 votes and Linda

Munsey was supported by 1,544 
votes. Brooks and Munsey were 
elected to their positions during the 
August primary election. No party 
affiliation candidate James Cox 
received 848 votes and no party 
affiliation candidate Terry Cranston 
was supported by 765 votes, in their 
failed bids for the trustee seats. In 
the race for the Grayling Township 
Constable’s position, Albert R. 
Ingalls defeated Allen J. Kangas by 
a 1,127 to 898 vote for the job. 

In Beaver Creek Township, 
incumbent trustees, Republicans 
Megan Little and Gary Summers, 
retained their seats. Little received 
494 votes, Summers had 486 votes 
and challenger Marvin Patrick 
Gregory, a no-party affiliation can- 
didate, received 260 votes. 

Incumbent ‘Township Clerk 


Sharon Hartman defeated chal-. 


lenger Kim VanNuck, who mounted 
a write-in campaign for the seat. 
Hartman received 608 votes. to 


VanNuck’s 67 votes.

In Frederic township, Democrat 
William T. Johnson won the race for 
township supervisor with 348 votes. 
No party affiliation candidate 
Michael Girard followed with 140 
votes and U.S. Taxpayer candidate 
George A. Emerson received 136 
votes. 

Also in Frederic Township, 
Republican Brian Hulbert and 


Democrat James A. Madil! won the | 


two township trustee positions on 
the board. Madill received 374 
votes and Hulbert followed with 313 
votes. Republican Matthew R. 
Hough received 256 votes and 
Stephen Wilson was supported by 
250 votes. 

In Lovells Township, Cynthia 
Infante, a republican, won in the 
township clerk race over Democrat 
Tamara Kengel. Infante received 
210 votes, Kengel received 110 
votes and Jan Reynolds, who ran as 
a write-in candidate, was supported 
by 32 votes. 


Supervisor Democrat Frederick 
Schaibly survived a _ challenge 
mounted by Pau! Jones, who ran as 
a write-in candidate, by a 236 to 36 
yote. 

In Maple Forest Township, 
incumbent Democrat Treasurer 
Denise Babbitt survived a challenge 
by Republican Joan Thompson by a 
166 to [40 vote. 

Finally, incumbent South Branch 
Township Supervisor Tom 
Kozlowski survived a challenge 
from U.S. Taxpayer candidate 
Clayton Bullard by a 628 to 160 
vote.

Deer hunters, seeking, 
bait to lure in big bucks and 
seeking a few vegetables for 
deer camp feasts, are 
advised to keep rolling by 
Jim’s Farm Market in light 
of a state deer baiting ban. 

Feeding and baiting deer 
has been banned = in 
Michigan’s Lower 
Peninsula after a deer was 
found to have chronic wast- 
ing disease (CWD) on a 
Kent County deer breeding 
farm in August. 

Chronic wasting disease 
is a neurological brain and 
nervous system disease 
found in deer and elk. The 
disease attacks the brains of 
infected deer and elk and 
produces lesions that result 
in death. 

The disease has been 
found in commercial game 
Colorado, 
Minnesota,

South Dakota, Montana, 
Oklahoma, Kansas, 
Wisconsin, New York, in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
Canada, and in an elk herd 
in Korea. 

Dan O’Brien, a 
Department of Natural 
Resources wildlife veteri- 
narian and epidemiologist, 

said it could take 30 to 40 
years for CWD to play itself 
out if it spreads to other 
captive facilities or to the 
wild deer population. 

In an effort to prevent the 
transmission of the disease, 
deer feeding and baiting has 
been banned in Michigan’s 
Lower Peninsula. Also, the 
506 captive elk and deer 
farms in the state have been 
quarantined by the 
Michigan Department of 
‘Agriculture until further 
testing on the animals can 
be completed. 

Deer hunting annually 
contributes more than $500

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Veteran’s Day connects Grayling 
soldiers past and present

Veteran’s Day means dif- 
ferent things to different peo- 
ple. For some, it is an occa- 
sion for quiet reflection. For 
others, it is a reminder of 
some very personal sacri- 
fices. 

Now that the [raq war has 
raged on for over five years, 
Crawford County has veter- 
ans in every age group, with 
their number growing all the 
time. 

As of this time last year, 
Michigan had over 1,200 
Michigan National Guard 
Soldiers and Airmen 
deployed abroad, according 
to a Michigan.gov press 
release. 

Veteran’s Day is a 
reminder that overseas con- 
flicts are nothing new. The 
holiday was originally estab- 
lished to commemorate 
Armistice Day, when major 
hostilities were ended in 
World War [ on Nov. LI, 
1918. 

Grayling has a service tra- 
dition that spans back to this 
war and even earlier. 

James Cuthbertson, who 
was once a famous profes- 
sional boxer in Grayling, 
fought in the first World War. 
He was deployed in France 
from 1917 to 1919. During 
the final days of the war, he 
wrote a letter to the Crawford 
County Avalanche recount- 
ing his experiences, 

The following is an except 
from his letter: 


“] now take great pleasure 
in writing a few lines to let 
you know I am. ‘over here’ 
getting along as good as can 
be expected. Arrived in 
Breast [sic], France and 
imminently moved by rail 
eastward, | like it fine out 
this way, only the rolling of 
thunder and other noises 
startles me at times ... I have 
failed to find time to become 
lonely. In the evening we 
boys all attend the Y.M.C.A. 
entertainments; there we see 
regular shows movies, and 
vaudeville ... we have about 


every thing in the army, and , 


we all would be a bunch of 
sad fellows if it were not for 
the Y.M.C.A. 

I have not seen any 
Grayling boys since I left 
Camp Custer last May, but I 


know lots of them are over 


here. Certainly would wel- 
come meeting some or in fact 
all of them. Just a few days 
previous to the time I sailed 
for here, I met Charles Fehr 
of Grayling at Washington, 
we had a very interesting 
chat .. I received the 
Avalanche yesterday, and 
have read it over a number of 
times; it gets the preference 
over all those other papers, 
about the first thing I looked 
for was the casualty list and 
could not find any, then I was 
glad. That is about the first 
thing a soldier looks for: two 
of my close friends have 
been killed in action. We 
feel sorry, but on the other 
hand we all can not return to 
our hommes.”

back to deer camp. 

- Bokhart still carries a lim- 
ited amount of deer bait, 
since the practice is still 
allowed in the Upper 
Peninsula. She said the ban 


_has caused a 20 percent drop 


in her business. 

’ Bokhart said she is against 
an all out ban for people that 
like to feed deer for recre- 
ational viewing, and for 
fathers and sons heading out 
into woods for hunting. 

“I don’t think that the 
whole state should be pun- 
ished for one deer in Kent 
County,” Bokhart said. “That 
spoiled a ve of people’s fam- 
ily outings.” 

Bill McQueen, the owner 
of Milltown Feed & Lawn 
inc., said the ban has resulted’ 
in an early layoff of employ- 
ees and a drop in sales. 


McQueen has carried deer 
bait at his Grayling business - 


for 25 years, adding that the

Many of the themes in 
Cuthbertson’s letter, such as 
the need to see a familiar 
face, the pain of loss and 
dedication to duty, are likely 
to sound familiar to modern 
veterans. 

“He said they all grew up 
very quickly,” 
Cuthbertson, the son of 
James Cuthbertson. 

Although Cuthbertson was 
not yet born at the time his 
father fought in Worid War I, 
he is well aware of the 
impact the experience had on 
his father and the community 
at large. 

_ He said that the Grayling

railroad depot, which is now 
the site of the Crawford 
County Historical Museum, 
was a place of great emotion 
for both soldiers and their 
families. 

“The railroad depot was 
where they all boarded 
together,” said Cuthbertson. 
“Everybody was in tears 
because they thought their 
sons would never come 
home.” 

To many, Veteran’s Day is 
a reminder that this senti- 
ment has carried across all 
generations of military ser- 
vice.

bait ban is a hard blow to 
handle on top of the strug- 
gling economy. 

“All the way around it’s 
been just horrible,” 
McQueen said. “I rely on 
that to get through the win- 
ter.” 

Jack Millikin, the owner of 
Skip’s Sport Shop, said that 
the deer baiting ban is a hot 
topic in the store. He said 
that some hunters have lost 
interest in deer hunting. and 
did not go out for the archery 
deer hunting season. 


“There’s not a hunter that | 


comes through the store that 
doesn’t mention that baiting 
ban,” Millikin said. “They're 
disgusted with the decision, 
they are used to hunting over 
bait and that’s the way they 
like to do it.” 

The state held one of four 
town hall meetings to edu- 
cate the public on CWD at 
the Grayling High School 
last week. 

Crawford County resident 
Ken Riehle said he plans to 
go to the U.P. for deer hunt- 
ing, but that has more to do 
with being with family than 
the bait ban. 

“It really doesn’t make a 
difference if I get a deer or 
not, but I do like to put some 
meat in the freezer just like 
anyone else,” Riehle said, 

Still, Riehle said that the 
stigma of diseased deer, on 
top of the deer population in 
northeast Michigan found to 
have bovine tuberculosis, 
could make hunter’s wary of 
hunting, butchering and con- 
suming deer meat. 

“They're doing a lot of 
checking and they have got a 
big job on their hands,” 
Riehle said. | 

Danny Wilson, a Gaylord 
deer hunter, attended the 
meeting to educate himself 
on CWD. 

“I'd hate to see this spread 
statewide,” Wilson said. “I 
hope they can control it.” 

"Some hunters and retailers 
believe the ban was imple- 
mented as an agenda to elim- 
inate deer baiting. 

Lieutenant Dave Davis, a 
DNR conservation officer 


from Roscommon, said that 
stores could still carry deer 
feed and bait. Davis, howev- 
er, said conservation officers 
would be doing aerial sur- 
veillance to find deer baiting 
and feeding. 

Davis said 100 tickets 
have beet issued sifite Oct. 1 
in response to the ban. 

“The product itself is not 
illegal, it’s how you use the 
product,” Davis said, - 

O’Brien claimed that the 
ban has not resulted in a drop 
in licenses for deer hunting. 

“An apple is an apple until 
you use it to bait a deer,” 
O’Brien said. 

One hunter questioned 
why Wisconsin hunters were 
still allowed to bait deer. 
O'Brien said that decision 
has more to do with politics. 


_The ban was part of the 


Michigan Surveillance and 
Response Plan for CWD, 
which was developed in 
2002 to address the erer- 
gence of the disease nation- 
ally, 

“The chances of them 
being able to get rid of the 
disease are not good,” 
O’Brien said. 

Along with quarantining 
captive elk and deer farms, 
state officials will step up 
their program to test deer 
harvested by hunters. 

Anyone who suspects see- 
ing a deer with CWD, which 
would make it appear emaci- 
ated and not fear contact with 
humans, is urged to contact 
local DNR officials or call 
the Report All Poaching hot 
line. 

Bruce Miller, who has had 
40 elk on his Missaukee 
County Farm for the last 10 
years, said he wants out of 
the business. Miller said state 
officials are mandating that 
he have a 10 foot fence to 
prevent contact between wild 
elk and deer and his captive 
elk. Miller already has an 
cight foot fence. 

“In my opinion, they want 
us out of business and that is 
what is going to happen,” 
Milier said. “They just keep 
hammering away at us.”

Although the merits of the 
City of Grayling’s $1.3 mil- 
lion streetscape project con- 
tinue to be debated, at least 
one state organization found 
the downtown facelift wor- 
thy of recognition,

received an award from ~ 


Keep Michigan Beautiful 
Inc. for the downtown 
streetscape project. City 
Manager David Thayer 
accepted the award, on 
behalf of the city, at Keep 
Michigan Beautiful’s annual 
conference held — in 
Frankenmuth on Oct. 8, 

In 1962, Governor John 
B. Swainson appointed a 17 
member : anti-litter, commit- 
tee for the state. The name 
of the committee was 


changed to Keep Michigan’ 


Beautiful Inc. the following 
year. 

In 1965, Lady Bird 
Johnson sponsored a White 
House Conference on beau- 
tification. Thirty people 
from Michigan attended this 
national conference, and 
upon their return, they orga- 
nized similar meetings 
throughout the state. At a 
meeting held in Lansing, 
Governor George W. 
Romney declared Keep 
Michigan Beautiful the offi- 
cial state organization to 
combat litter and promote 


beautification. Keep 
Michigan Beautiful coordi- 
nates annual statewide 


clean-up days, held April 1 
to May 31, promotes beau- 
tification and restoration 
projects and encourages the 
enhancement of environ- 
mental quality. 

Construction for the $1.3 
million streetscape project, 
which included paving 
Michigan Avenue and 
Burton Court, installing 
enlarged brick paved side- 
walks and adding decorative 
lighting and landscaping, 
was wrapped up in the 
Spring. 

Pam Frucci, a Grosse Ile 
resident who is secretary of 


the Keep Michigan 
Beautiful Board of 
Directors, witnessed 
Grayling’s downtown, 


improvements while travel- 
ing to a meeting in Sault 
Ste, Marie and nominated 
the city for the award.

Thayer, who has been the 
city manager for two years, 
said he was proud to be able 
to bring consensus to down- 
town property owners: and 
Downtown Development 
Authority members to bring 
the project to fruition. 

“It’s a project the people 
of Grayling can take owner- 


ship in and should be proud | 
of” Thayer said. “It accom-— 


plished its goals.” 

Bill Gannon, who owns 
Bear’s Den _ Pizzeria, 
Growler’s Pub Pizza and 
Brew, the Dawson and 
Stevens Classic Diner, and 
the former Northern 
Concepts and 
Shoppenagon’s buildings, 
said the project has. given 
business owners incentive to 
invest in the facades of their 
businesses. 

“The visitors are enjoying 
the upgrades the city has 
made and I think the 
streetscape encompasses the 
strength and growth of our 
community,” Gannon said. 

Thayer said that city offi- 


cials appreciate being able 
to give the eovaeya a new 
life. 

“The streetscape 
enhances the value of the 
businesses and adds to the 
curb appeal,” Thayer said, 

Thayer said that city offi- 
cials are working on plans 
with area realtors and 
statewide developers in 
hopes of filling empty store- 
fronts in the downtown 
business district in light of 
national economic woes.

To All Bear Lake 
Township Residents 


Do you understand that you have a right to know what your government is doing 
whether the government be national, state or local, including your own 
township? That right to know includes being able to attend meetings that are 
supposed to be open to the public. 


The ideal of a democratic government is too often thwarted by bureaucratic 
secrecy and unresponsive officials. Citizens frequently find it difficult to 
discover what decisions are being made and what facts lie behind the decisions. 
The Open Meetings Act, Public Act No. 267 of 1976 protects your right to know 
what is going on in your government by opening to full public view the 
processes by which elected and non-elected officials make decisions cn your 


behalf. 


William Jackson, the Bear Lake Township Supervisor has taken the unusual step 
to have published in several newspapers an open letter “To All Bear Lake 
Township Residents” in which he chastises Laura Purtill and Susan AHen for 
filing what he calls “groundless complaints of official wrong doing.” In other 
words, Mr. Jackson objects to Laura Purtill and Susan Allen exercising their 
rights as residents of Bear Lake Township. Mr. Jackson claims that the 
complaints are motivated by a political election. Is a citizen exercising their right 
to know how their government operates a politically motivated act, or is an 

advertisement in several newspapers signed by 
claiming that the exercise of the right to know, a 


politically motivated act? 


As to my complaint regarding an Open Meeting Act violation, Kalkaska County 
Prosecutor Donnelly found no evidence of wrong doing by the township board. 
I accept that decision because that is also part of the democratic process. 
Prosecutor Donnelly did not say that the complaint was groundless as William 
Jackson states, It should be recalled that Prosecutor Donnelly in a matter 
involving the Kalkaska County Road Commission was quoted as saying “This is 
very, very inconsequential stuff right now in my world” and later was quoted as 
saying “it’s a lower priority compared to people who are raping and murdering.” 
(Record Eagle September 7, 2008). Although I respect his opinion, I disagree 
that the right to know what your government is doing is ever inconsequential. 


I was a candidate for the office of Treasurer of Bear Lake Township because I am 
concerned enough about how my government operates to become involved. I am 
concerned that you as residents are not provided with full public view of the 
governmental process. If you, as a resident, ask a question, will you also be 
ridiculed or chastised publicly? Will it make you think twice about asking your 
government a question? Will you lose your right to know?

WILLIAMS RECOUNTS - 
That’s not to say that Michigan 
elections always have been free of 
controversy. 

Democratic Gov. G. Mennen 
Williams faced not one but two 
statewide recounts in his early 
elections. 

In his first try for the governor’s 
chair, Mr. Williams won by a solid 
margin over Republican Gov. Kim 
Sigler. 

But for the second Williams 
term in 1948, the governor’s race 
results were in doubt for some 
time. As the polls closed, Gov. 
Williams appeared to trail popular 
former Republican wartime Gov. 
Harry F. Kelly, and a recount was 
in order. 

Also on the 1948 statewide bal- 
lot was a proposal to permit sale of 
pre-mixed colored oleo in 
Michigan. Agricultural interests, 


defending real butter, campaigned - 


for a NO vote. The recount tumed 
up some oleo baliots which had 
been counted with the governor 
ballots, and once that was straight- 
ened out, Gov. Williams won his 
second of six terms by a slim mar- 
gin. . 

Two years later, Gov. Williams

was in another tight race, this time 
with Republican Secretary of State 
Fred M. Alger. It took another 
recount to establish Gov. Williams 
as winner of his third term. . 

In his next three victories, Gov. 
G. Mennen Williams built com- 
fortable leads, and no recounts 
were necessary. 

These two successful statewide 
recounts established the late labor 
attorney Tom Downs as an accept- 
ed expert on recounts, and Mr. 
Downs subsequently was called 
upon often to advise Democratic 
candidates around the country who 
faced serious recount problems, 


Tom Downs served in several 


official and unofficial roles 
through the 12 years of Williams 
administrations, and also was a 
1963 
Michigan constitutional conven- 
tion that wrote the present state 
constitution. a 
% *. * 

CLEAN ELECTIONS -~ 
Michigan obviously learned much 
from these election problems, and 
the non-political State Elections 
Division within the office of secre- 
tary of state, during both 
Democratic and Republican 
administrations, has become a 


model of clean, non-partisan, open 
and effective election administra- 
tion. 

The 1963 constitution also calls 
for a four-person Board of State 
Canvassers, with two members 
representing each major party and 
appointed by the governor. 

For many years, this bipartisan 
board worked relatively well, han- 
dling most election questions in a 
cooperative fashion. In more 
recent years, however, extreme 
partisanship bringing 2-2 tie votes 
on several controversial matters 
has hurt much of its effectiveness.

PERSONAL NOTE - My first 


vote for president was cast 60 


years ago. 

In 1948, I had recently come out 
of the army and was selling ads 
and writing news at my hometown 
newspaper, The Coldwater Daily 
Reporter. 

I remember going to the house 
of the Girard Township Clerk in 
Branch County to register to vote 
after I became 21 that summer, 
This momentous rite of passage 
took place in her living room.

President Harry Truman, 
Democrat, and Michigan native

distinctly which candidate 
received my first presidential vote, 
but I assume it was Tom Dewey, 
based on home state pride. .

In every presidential election 
since, I have been privileged to

IT am writing today to 
express the frustrations and 
anger that many citizens of 
Grayling are voicing, I am 
referring to the gas gouging 
practices our local stations 
are slamming us with in the 


ever failing economy that we | 


are already dealing with. 

There are no jobs in 
Grayling as it is and people 
are suffering, struggling to 
survive day to day, Should 
we as citizens of this com- 
munity sit idly by and let the 
local big money makers keep 
taking what little money we 
have left? 

Our taxes are already sky 
high and our grocery store is 
pretty much unshoppable, as 
their prices are pretty much 


~ double other grocery stores, 


making it still cheaper to 
travel out of town to pur- 
chase food. I would hope 
that the community has had 
enough of these gouging 
prices as well and shop else- 
where. 

On to the even bigger con- 
cern with the gas stations in 
our town. They are allowed 
to continue to gouge us with 
their high prices, yet where 
do we go for help? Should 
our elected officials step in 
and find out what's going on? 
Has any of them tried to find 
out the reason for thig insani- 
ty? 

How about the city manag- 
er, -could he have any 
answers? Of, is it possible 


that these high prices have 
some sort of trickle down 
effect for some sort of gain 
for the city?

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Northern Michigan aims 
to lure in Hollywood

Looking to immerse your- 
self in the film industry? 
There’s no need to pack 
your bags for Hollywood 


just yet. Hollywood might 
be coming to northern 
Michigan. 


“We'd love to see this 
neck of the woods become a 
film friendly community,” 
said Janet Lockwood, direc- 
tor of the Michigan Film 
Office in Lansing. 

Last Wednesday, 
Lockwood visited the Forest 
Dunes Golf Club, located 
between Grayling and 
Roscommon. She spoke 
with local business leaders 
about how northern 
Michigan can take advan- 
tage of the Michigan 
Motion Film Incentive pro- 
gram. 

The incentive was passed 
into law in 2007 and is cur- 
rently the most lucrative 
incentive offered by any 
state. 

“We have the largest 
incentive. That’s what it’s 
all about,” said Lockwood. 

She said that the potential 
to save millions of dollars is 
what will drive filmmakers 
to Michigan, more than 
pretty landscapes or pic- 
turesque villages. 

The concept of offering 
film incentives was pio- 
neered in Canada, where the 
city of Toronto has been 
offering large breaks to pro- 


duction companies for 
years. Last month’s box 
office topper, Max Payne, 
actually used the streets of 
Toronto as a stand-in for 
New York’s gritty under- 
world. 

The Michigan incentive 
applies to feature films as 
well as television produc- 
tions and commercials. The 
state is offering qualifying 
filmmakers a tax credit of 
up to 42 percent of their 
total expenditures within 
Michigan. 

This translates to a big 
cash rebate for qualifying 
production companies that 
choose to shoot in 
Michigan. 

In order to qualify, a pro- 
duction company must 
spend at least $50,000 in 


Michigan. Also, 
Lockwood said that the 
Michigan Film Office 


reserves the right to reject a 


production that is “truly 
unsavory.” 

“What this means is jobs, 
pure and = simple,” said 
Lockwood. 

The proof can be seen in 
other states that have 


already jumped on the film 
incentive bandwagon. 

“It realty made a differ- 
ence in the state of New 
Mexico,” said Lockwood. 

She said that legislators 
are expecting the film incen- 
tive in Michigan to reap the 
rewards that have already 
been seen in Toronto and 
states like New Mexico.

Janet Lockwood, of the Michigan Film Office, 
spoke at Forest Dunes Golf Club last 
Wednesday. She said that northern Michigan 
is poised to take advantage of the millions of 
dollars that the film industry is bringing into 
the state. 


She added that a produc- 
tion crew for a major motion 
picture will typically spend 
over $100,000 a day in the 
community where they are 
shooting. 

“This business brings in a 
ton of money,” = said 
Lockwood. 

A film production crew 
requires everything from 
rental cars and dry cleaners 
to lumber companies and 
painters. Virtually everyone 
stands to profit from a major 
production, 

“They all have to stay 
somewhere and that adds up 
to room nights galore,” said 
Lockwood. 


In the months since. the 
incentive _ 


Michigan film 
went into effect, Hollywood 
has already made its pres- 
ence felt in the Great Lakes 
State. 

“It’s revitalized some 
businesses,” said 
Lockwood, who added’ that 
film industry business 
essentially saved one furni- 
ture company in Detroit. 

At less than two years 
into the film incentive pro- 
gram, Michigan has already 
seen Hollywood pump an 
impressive sum of money 
into the state, 

“This year, it will easily 
exceed $200 million, maybe 
more than that,’ said 
Lockwood, 

Crawford County and its 
neighbors are well posi- 
tioned to get a piece of the 
pie. She said that Lansing 
would like to see northern 
Michigan making itself 
attractive to filmmakers. 

“I do want to encourage 
you to form a film office 
here,” said Lockwood. 

A tocal film office serves 
to help find suitable filming 
locations and provides con- 
nections to local resources. 
Film offices have already 
been formed in Detroit and 
Grand Rapids. 


The advantage of forming 
an area film office is that it 
gives a production company 
a single entity through 
which it can coordinate 
local activities. A motion 
picture is not likely to be 
shot in an area that does not 
have some kind of local rep- 
resentation. 

She added that northern 
Michigan communities are 
free to offer their own 
incentives to make this area 
even more lucrative. 

Lastly, she noted that 
there is one move that 
would virtually: guarantee 
Hollywood’s presence in 
northern Michigan. 

“If you have a sound 
stage, then they: definitely 
will come and they definite- 
ly will — stay,’ — said 
Lockwood. — 

A Sound stage is a place 
where filmmakers can build 
sets and do indoor shooting. 
The development of ‘an 
active sound stage i$ no sim- 
ple undertaking, as the mas- 
sive facilities are typically 


40,000 square feet in size 


with 35 foot high ceilings. 

John Pevensey, who cur- 
rently owns three sound 
stages throughout the world, 
has already expressed an 
interest in building a sound 
stage in this area, According 
to Lockwood, the state is 
also offering a credit for 
building sound stages. 

Lockwood emphasized 
that the film industry in 
Michigan is sure to explode 
sometime very soon, There 
are already insider rumors 
that a fourth Pirates of the 
Caribbean with be shot on — 
Lake Michigan. 

She is convinced that 
these developments can be 
nothing but good news for 
Crawford County and the 
surrounding areas. 

“Films can be a catalyst 
for social change,” said 
Lockwood.
